Pentagon demanding 
more sacrifices 


Washington. The current 
While House meetings attended 
by President Reagan are devo- 
ted to the preliminary outlines 
of the US draft state budget for 
the 1905 fiscal year. Hie draft 
la to be submitted lo Congress 
next February. 

As before, the Pentagon fs 
trying to get as much as pos- 
sible. Defense Secretary Wein- 
berger submitted a draft mil- 
itary budget for record military 
■pending of 321,600 million dol- 
lars. He cynically Ignored a 
Congressional decision lo cut 


purchases of some weapons 
systems. In next year's budget 
the Pentagon la demanding that 
Its "vital" needs be met to the 
full. 

The spending on the Penta- 
gon needs Is now set at 280,000 
million dollars and the military 
spending per family, according 
to the "Arms Control Today" 
bulletin, will stand at 3,200 dol- 
lars, In the next five years, 
during which military spending 
wtU account for 1,600,000 mil- 
lion dollars, this figure will rise 
to 20,000 dollars,

A nuclear reactor has been 
physically launched in LILhuanls.

World nuclear power en- 
gineering has not known any- 
thing as powerful as this project 
—lie rated power Is 1,500 MW. 
Five bunds ed factories have been 
supplying the Ignallxta project 
with equipment and materials For 
Its construction. 
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It Is hard to Imagine an air- 
port In thla country not having 
a single AN plane. The AN 
planes are responsible for 65 per 
cent of the national air traffic 
and for hall Ihe cargo conveyed 
by Aeroflot. The biplane AN-2 
has served for over 30 years. 
More than 300 million passen- 
gers have been flown by the 
AN-24 plane. The famous Antel, 
or AN-22, has aet many cargo 
lifting world records. New 
planes of the Antonov family 
ere continually taking off Into 
the air. The AN-2 will soon be 
replaced by die AN-3 turbo. 

The new transport AN-32 
plane is 25 par cent mare econ- 
omical than Its predecessor 
AN-28, and faster at that.

WATER SAVES FUEL 

The Mingechaur Reservoir, in 
Azerboitan, with Us cool spring 
water delights all the numerous ; 
holiday-makers who visit It. 
However It has found another 
use — Its walei. supplied via a 
60-melre long tunnel, Is used to 
cool the turbines of the local 
steam power station. 

Previously water arrived al 
Ihe station lrom various reser- 
voirs considerably warmed up by 
the southern sun. However, the 
efficiency of turbines depends 
on how quickly they arc cooled. 

So the Ice-cold water of the 
Mtngechaui Reservoir works 
belter than any Industrial cooler. 
The use of this water reduces 
the consumption ol fuel pci 
kilowatt-hour by one-fourth of 
a gramm. This is not a trifle as 
the station generates over 10 
million kilowatt-hours dally. | 
The water again returns to 
the reservoir after having been 
purified In special installations.
